Considerable surprise w as ex­ 
pressed by m any V illagers, in ­ 
cluding a 
num ber of R epubli­ 
cans, over the action of the Palm 
Springs R epublican Council in 
protesting the flying of United 
N ations flags here during UN 
week in October. It did not a p ­ 
pear from the com m ents heard 
th a t the position tak en by the 
executive board of the council 
w as representative of the a tti­ 
tude tow ard 
the UN of 
most 
R epublicans who are now here. 
The Republican Council, w hich 
is constituted largely of women, 
requested the city council to re­ 
consider its action in perm itting 
th e UN flags to be displayed. 
It w as contended by one of the 
local R epublican leaders th a t the 
executive board should not have 
taken action in th e m atter w hen 
so few w ere present.

heard w as the statem en t of Jalie 
Neville Shore, president of Desert 
Chapter of Am erican Association 
for U nited Nations. 
"The action of th e Republican 
Council here," Mrs. Shore said, 
"is surprising in view of the 
fact th at the R epublican Party 
has pledged support of U nited 
N ations in its platform . 
It is 
strange, 
too, since R epublican 
leadership helped to bring about 
ratification of the UN charter 
an d because the UN has been 
supported 
by such Republican 
stalw arts as John Foster Dulles, 
Thom as Dewey, Paul Hoffman 
and Henry Cabot Lodge.

Chief of Police A. G. Kelt- 
m ann said this week th a t m em ­ 
bers of the local departm ent will 
m aintain a strict w atch for a u ­ 
tom obiles w ithout proper 1952 
license tags. 
S tate highw ay patrolm en are 
stopping 
im properly 
licensed 
cars on all state and county 
roads but A. H. H enderson, state 
departm ent of m otor vehicles di­ 
rector, said th at m any autom o­ 
biles without 1952 tabs are to be 
found w ithin cities and it is a 
know n fact th at the drivers do 
not expose them selves to state 
or county enforcem ent. 
Chief K ettm ann said th a t all 
im properly licensed cars using 
the city streets will be flagged 
down and ticketed. Severe pen­ 
alties are provided for evasion 
of the "in lieu” tax, he said.

A nother old landm ark of the 
V illage is disappearing—bu* one 
about 
which m ost present-day 
V illagers did not know. 
It is 
the huge bird sanctuary which 
for m ore than a quarter of a 
century 
has stood 
under the 
w alled-off level spot high up the 
hillside back of O'Donnell Golf 
course. 
The big aviary w as being dis­ 
m antled this week for shipm ent 
to G riffith Park Zoo in Los A n­ 
I geles. 
It w as built by the late Thom ­ 
as O’Donnell and at one tim e 
housed more th an 40 different 
kinds of birds. 
The birds were brought here 
from 
m any different 
parts of 
the world and it w as for th at 
reason th a t the project w as given 
up—m any of the varieties could 
not survive in the desert, and 
the others, w ith each other. 
The aviary m easured 50 feet 
in diam eter and stood 45 feet 
high. 
The job of m oving the steel 
fram e building is being done by 
Eldon McKinney of Desert Forge. 
For the project, he 
built 
a 
special telescope lift which, when 
fully extended, reaches through 
the top of the aviary perm itting 
w orkm en 
to unbolt the 
steel 


fram e 
and 
ground.

issue at all.

probably be made known next Wednesday afternoon. We 
hope also that the executive board of the Republican 
Council will consult its membership hereafter before tak­ 
ing a position in which the majority of Republicans may 
not concur.

The 
case was deadlocked and Chula 
alm ost w ent to jail on a con­ 
tem pt charge but won in an a p ­ 
peal. 


IN THE SECOND TRIAL, Mc­ 
Cracken w as convicted and now 
aw aits execution at state prison. 
District Attorney W. O. Mackey 
claimed th at Sutter killed Davis 
in a robbery attem pt and took 
the body from the desert north 
of here to Newport Beach where 
he abandoned it. 
He was a r ­ 
rested in Los Angeles the next 
day. 
Mary Egan, his common-law 
wife, was on the police blotter 
here at the time on a rooming 
house violation charge hut has 
been released.

Supervisors 
Monday 
decided 
1 hat it would be im possible to 
have the new building code for 
unincorporated areas ready be­ 
fóte October 1 but took steps 
to provide a stopgap to protect 
areas such as at the outskirts 
of Palm Springs and around oth­ 
er com m unities in 
the 
desert 
area. 
They ordered preparation of a 
tem porary em ergency ordinance 
to stop w hat they term ed "dum p­ 
ing of disreputable hulks from 
the freew ays” in Riverside coun­ 
ty. 


THESE

OLD 
houses 
moved from the paths of free­ 
w ays being built in other coun­ 
ties and m oved into Riverside 
county because there is no m ea­ 
sure to prohibit the practice. 
Since preparation of the coun­ 
tv 
building code, 
invasion of 
these shacks h as been speeded 
up in a move to beat th e ban. 
Supervisor Irwin 
H ayden said 
they are com ing into the county 
at the rate of 100 per month. 
Most of them are being set down 
in West Riverside, but som e have 
seeped through 
to the 
desert 
area. 


THE TEMPOHARY ordinance, 
adopted 
th is 
week, 
requires 
house m overs to obtain peim its 
before moving in dw ellings and 
put up a bond to guarantee that 
the houses w ill meet th e stan d ­ 
ards of tile building code. 
M eanwhile, 
supervisors 
con­ 
tinued study of the term s of the 
proposed code. A m ajority has 
agreed th at th e code should ap ­ 
ply to thickly settled areas such 
as Desert Hot Springs, C athedral 
City, Rancho M irage and Palm

are unincorpor­ 
ated.

County supervisors uttered de­ 
fiance M onday w hen told that 
the state w elfare board m ight 
w ithhold funds for the needy 
aged if the supervisors would 
not prom ise soon to m ake ch an g ­ 
es in salaries for 30 clerical em ­ 
ployes in the county w elfare 
departm ent. 
"I w ill study the question of 
salaries, hut I will not promise, 
and I w ill not be ruled by Sac­ 
ram ento or the W elfare Board,” 
said 
Supervisor Irwin Hayden. 
“If we are not to have self-gov­ 
ernm ent, we m ight as w ell go 
under Stalin and be done with 
it. I’d like to see a show-down.” 
Supervisor 
Sherm an 
Lewis 
m ade a sim ilar expression. 


THE WARNING had come from 
Supervisor Homer Varner, who 
relayed a report from John Mc­ 
Intyre, director of the county 
w elfare 
departm ent. 
M cIntyre 
appeared before the state w el­ 
fare board at a m eeting last 
week. 
V arner said M cIntyre told him 
that the state w elfare board said 
it w ould approve the county’s 
salaries until December 1— if the 
supervisors would promise now 
to m ake some upw ard changes 
in those salaries after December 


V arner w arned th a t if the su ­ 
pervisors 
defied 
the 
w elfare 
board the county m ight be "sub­ 
jected to a w ithdraw al of funds.” 


The funds th a t he m entioned are 
those

Auditor Ray Hicks predicted 
last week that the county tax 
rate w ill remain as last year. 
$1.63 per $100 assessed valuation. 
His estimate was based on the 
budget which supervisors com ­ 
pleted last week and which w ill 
come up for public hearing in 
August. 
Previously 
it 
had 
been e x ­ 
pected that the tax rate would 
be at least 10 cents higher. An 
increase in assessed valuation 
of almost $20.000,000 broadened 
the 
tax 
base 
sufficiently 
to 
maintain the same rate despite 
a big budget increase. 


SUPERVISORS budgetted $15.­ 
983,010 to be spent this year. 
That is $400.000 more than for 
1951-52. Of this amount $4.301.­ 
163 w ill be raised by property 
taxes, almost $300.000 more than 
last 
year. 
State 
and 
federal 
grants and income from other 
sources make up the difference 
between the amount raised by 


property taxes and the total ex­ 
penditures. 
Property tax payers w ill, how­ 
ever. pay a slightly higher tax 
hill this year. W hile the county, 
city and school rates are e x ­ 
pected 
to 
remain 
unchanged 
from last year, the levy for flood 
control w ill go up four 
cents 
and 
the 
mosquito 
abatement 
district tax, which certain por­ 
tions of the city 
pay, 
is ex­ 
pected to increase sharply if su ­ 
pervisors grant the budget asked 
by the district..

lion in 1952. The largest appro­ 
priations were, of course, for de­ 
fense and m ilita ry preparedness;

most papers. The Russian gov­ 
ernm ent has ordered the United 
States to move out of the b u ild ­ 
ing it occupies as an Em bassy in 
Moscow. I am fa m ilia r w ith the 
building 
and 
you 
m ay 
recall 
photographs of it w hich I took 
in 1935 and 1937 and showed at 
m any m eetings on m y return. It 
w as one of the few good b u ild ­ 
ings in M oscow and adm irably 
adapted for this purpose. It was 
7 stories tall, and housed about 
h a lf of the Em b assy personnel, 
as w ell as h aving 50 or more 
rooms for offices. 
W e have had 
it ever since the United States 
recognized Russia in 1933. The 
only 
possible interpretation of 
the order to m ove out is that 
Russia Is attem pting to em bar­ 
rass and annoy this nation. New 
quarters w ill of course be of­ 
fered, but they cun not possibly 
be as satisfactory. The “ reason" 
given is

building is

Joshua Monum ent N ational Bank 
of Tw enty nine Palm s, before a 
joint meeting of the 29 Palm s 
and Pioneer Desert realty hoards 
M onday 
morning. 
Breakfast 
meeting was held at 8:00 iti the 
Plaza Cafe in 29 Palm s, and was

members and guests represent­ 
ing Yucca Valley, Joshua Tree 
and 29 Palms. 
Coon explained that adm inis­ 
tration of the housing program 
for this area, declared a critical 
defense housing area on Ju ly 2, 
1952, rested alm ost entirely with 
FH A, w ith actual financing to 
be done by private lending in ­ 
stitutions. He said the hank was 
lim ited to 
individual 
loans of 
$6,000 by the com ptroller of the 
currency, and suggested that in ­ 
surance capital was most likely 
to be interested in m aking loans 
at 4 V < as provided by the law. 
The hank, he said, could act as 
servicing agent for the loans, if

Construction of new sale and

Coon made it clear that the 
hank favored T itle IX, providing 
for defense housing anyw here in 
the critical defense area (w hich 
includes a ll of the com m unities 
w ith in 29 Palm s Tow nship), over 
T itle V III, w hich covers govern­ 
ment 
housing 
projects on 
or 
near the m ilitary installation. 
Under term s of the Act, private 
capital m ay finance up to 90G 
of the loan 
required 
at 4'A 
interest, for a period of not less 
than 10 nor more than 30 years, 
broken down into five-year units. 
It is because of the long-term 
requirem ents and 
the 
low in ­ 
terest rate that banks and regu­ 
lar lending institutions do not 
readily 
respond 
to 
financing 
loans of this nature, Coon said 
as he suggested insurance cap i­ 
tal as the most plausible m eans 
of m eeting the housing needs of 
the high desert.
